Nungesser and Coli in their ’plane 
"White Bird” passed on May 8, 1927, | 
before they disappeared in the west. 1

"Nungesser and Coli, May, 1927.”

Ottawa.—Dominion and provincial! 
rights to water powers will be j 
argued in the supreme court of Can¬ 
ada next week. Recognized as one' 
of the most important questions with 
far-reaching ramifications which 
has come before the courts in years 
the matter undoubtedly will be car¬ 
ried to the Privy Council in England 
for final adjudication.

sometimes altogether obliterated. 

This accounts for the fact that 
tooth decay can more quickly do 
great havoc ln the child’s tooth than 
in the adult’s. 

You dread the dental engine, and 
at the first touch of the “drill” to 
the tooth, you are sure the dentist 
has struck the nerve because of the 
pain produced. 

However, this sensation is being 
carried merely by minute fibrils that 
lie in the dentinal structure, while 
the pulp containing the nerve proper 
has gone undamaged. 

Remember this: that the power of 
healing in the pulp Is very low and 
once infected, the chances of Its re¬ 
covery to health are extremely 
slight.

The Hunting Season 

Brings Fire Trouble 

Six thousand Canadian fire rang 
ers have appealed through the Can 
adian Forestry Association for ac 
tive co operation this Fall in theii 
effoit to stamp out forest fire losses 
which in the past heedless hunters 
have occasioned. The official rs* 
cords show that Canada’s most dis¬ 
astrous forest fires have occured 
during the Fall season. 

So far this, year forest rangers 
have taken advantage of a favour 
able season to make their services 
more effective by working con 
stantly on the building of trails 
lookouts, etc. The veteran rangei 
takes the keenest pride in his own 
individual forest over which he maj 
have stood guard tpd fought to' 
protect for 15 years or more. It 
face of the Fall hazard from hunt¬ 
ers, the following simple rules ar 
suggested: 

1. Matches. Be sure your 
match is out before you throw 
it away. Matches have heads, 
but they can’t think. Do it 
for them. Break your match 
before you drop it. 

2. Tobacco. Don’t throw 
glowing tobacco from a car in- 
tojthe inflammable mnterial by 
the roadside. If you simply 
MUST get rid of these, it is 
less dangerous to drop them in 
the centre of the road 

3. Making Camp. Build a 
small camp-fire. Build it in 
the open, not against a tree or 
log. Scrape away the debris 
from all around it. 

4. Bonfires. Neyer build 
bonfires in windy weather or 
where there is the slightest 
danger of their escaping from 
control. Don’t make them 
larger than you need. 

5. Fighting Fires. If you 
notice a small (ire starting, try 
.to put it out. Larger fires 
should he reported immedi¬ 
ately.
